Fifth Lecture on Story of 
Science 



The Ktcal advance In science made 
in the middle of ;he ln.si century, when 
fieople were beginning to reallTie that 
ill phenomena were differcnl at 
iiibules of Ihe same thing— energy, 
ind when the law of the conservation 
of cnorgy was being made clear, was 
outlined hist night by Dr. Kvc in the 
fifth extension Iccburc on the story of 
sclonco. 

Dr. Kvo dealt p.arllcularly with 
Kelvin, Hclmholtj! and Joule, but at 
the same time called attention lo the 
work done by such men as iVewton, 
Dcnjamin Thomp.son (Count Unmford), 
Young, whose work is only now bfing 
fully Lpprciclated. Davy, Carnot, the 
young Napoleonic officer of artillcr}-, 
and 'M.'jhf. 

The leotiiro was Illustrated with 
slides, and sei\'eral expoiiiuentE were 
pirlormcri. 

Joule, !»on" and gniiidson of a 
brewer and himself a brewer in Jinn- 
cht.ster, showed that mechanical 
cnergj- was different from heat energy 
and performed eriierimcnts to show 
the inechanJcnl oqulvaloni of hciit. 
ilolniholtz, a doolor from Potsdam was 
not only good as ii mathematleian and 
a physicist, liul .-IS a pliysiologk-ot as 
weli_ nnd among many works publislicd 
ono Rival book on Ihe cona«rvalion of 
enorgj'- Kelvin only died In 1907 at 
the age' of 83, Slaving done a tremen- 
dous amount of work In that lime and 
having pnbll.shed many books and 
papers lie Is probuWy chiefly noted 
for his connoction willi the laying 
of Uie Atliintic cable,

of onergy down to the pres<>nt day with 
H brlof discii ssioii on the work of 
I'Jiniatoln, which is liecoiiiing to he more 
and more recngnlKed in .sclenllfic 
circles.

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THE LITERARY TREND 



In tliesc days, wc are told, literature is suffedng deteriora- 
tion. Such a volume of writing is being produced that requisite 
quality cannot be maintained. And this is occurring despite the 
i-eaction of the universities .against dead languages, and the pre- 
ference for more study of tlie native tongue! Some universities 
cater to the tiines and teach their .students the value of ideas 
over words, while others, particularly in flic old world, deplore 
the lack of majestic prose such as one finds in Thackeray's "Es 
niond", and attempt to inspire their .students with a love for flow 
ing language. 

But the fact remains that tiic value of language for its own 
sake is decreasing rapidly. Would the ordinary layman be con 
tent to read "Esmond" through, or delve into the va.stnessos of 
"Sartor Rcsartus," just because these books contain monumental 



pj'ose? No, the world of to-day is too busy for such weighty 
reading. Interest inp stories of human life, works of extraor- 
dinary and simple romance, the portrayal of the virtures and 
vices of our own time — these writings, whether couched in flow- 
ing prose or not, give pleasure to the modern man. The ques- 
tion as to whether the situation is a good one or an evil one is 
debatable. 

But do wc not tend to condemn that which is familiar to us? 
Out of the great maze of literattu-e may there not lie found cer- 
tain books — light reading maybe — which are in every \vay equal 

to those produced by masters of ages gone by? The standard 
of prose is a purely relative one. and the ordinary man finds it 
hard to distinguish good pro.se from mediocre. The term "prosy" 
has come to mean something dull, and certainly such ^yorks.,as 
"Sartor Resartu.s" are very dull and boring even' for the. college 

_ student, let alone the man in the street. 

■ In the days gone by .spciety went mad over ' mere words. 
Glorious descriptioiis and dissertations were fashionable. Nowa- 
:^ays the clothing of ideas is neglected, and people will buy a book 
of purely practical interest before one featuring "culchure and 
literachure." 

We shall have to bring the poor old pendulum into use again, 
' and set it swinging over the realms of literature. It has 5^vung 
to the heights of wordiness, it has swung to the pinnacle of prac- 
ticality. If we may be allowed to prophesy, it will soon become 
. .recumbent in a happy medium. People even now are getting tired 
of third-class literature. There is an increasing demand for good 
literature as well as spaikling narrative and perfect technique. 
The dilletanti, we hope, will never return to capture the world 
of fashion, but a little of their imagination and beauty might im- 
prove the literary standards of the day. 

McGill seems to maintain a broad-minded attitude on the 
subject. In none of the courses is modern literature derided. 
Oji the contrary, it is respected, and .students are taught to look 
upon such master.s as Kipling and Hardy with as much respect 
a.s they were taught to regard Thackeray and Carlyle in their 
schooldays. • ■ 

Surely our age i.vjiot one of deterioration. It is a foible 
of human nature to look upon the familiar with contempt, as the 
pj-overb has it. And it is a sign of better understanding to be 
able to appreciate the excellence of our own age.

The treachery of 
tho Narla at Cawnpore, the doeds of 
Nicholson at Delhi the forethoughts 
of Sir Henry L>awrenco at Uuoknow. 
the chivalry of Outram with the re- 
lieving forces, were narrated by the 
speaker. 

After Lucknow had been eventually 
ralloyed ihe forces were devoted lo 
the stamping out of the meeting and 
re-esfabllsMng of law end order. In 
this connection Miss Biasott tpld of 
Sir Colin Campbell's famous cam- 
paign.
